tions, and government.“ the . resolutions 
state the belief that the pretended party 
leader in the ward and his associates have 
forgotten the source of their power, have 
turned a deaf ear to the voice of the majority, 
and have abandoned the party pulse to 
palpitate as it will.” 

Because of this conduct, the resolutions 
state, the new club members assembled to 
resent their ‘‘ God-given right to participate 
in party conference, open caucuses, 
primaries, an honest count,” and deciare the 
„ freedom of delegates in convention to re- 
flect the sentiments of their electorate.” 


Some Remarks on Bossism. 

The resolutions go on to specify that at 
the last primary election in the ward the 
self-constituted party leader, aided by his 
retinue of officeholders, attempted to name 
the delegates for the entire ward, thereby 
denying to the individual primary districts 
our inherent right to select our own delega- 
tions, and depriving us of the privilege of 
home rule.“ Then it is explained that at 
all precinct elections on Nov. 19, where the 
machine dictates were repudiated, separate 
meetings were held in private houses, so that 
machine men might rule at the ward club 
election; and these secret meetings were 
recognized by the arrogant, self-constitut- 
ed boss and executive committee,” thus 
thwarting the will of the people.

CITY A BETTER LOCATION. 


Tax Situation and Alleged. Diffl- 
ceulty of Dealing with La- 

hor Do Not Deter the 
Corporation. 


CHANGE LONG IN MIND. 


The large packing plant of the G. H. Ham- 
mond company at Hammond, Ind., is to be 
moved from there to the Union Stock-Yards 
in Chicago. Arrangements looking to the 
removal have been under consideration by 
the management of the company for some 
time and are now substantially completed. 

The company in making the change will 
enlarge its capacity considerably. A mod- 
ern plant will be erected in the Stock-Yards 
at a cost of $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. 

That the Hammond company should take 
this step at the present time is considered 
significant as an indication that not all cor- 
porations are afraid to be located in Chicago, 
notwithstanding the situation as to taxa- 
tion and the alleged difficulty of dealing with 
labor questions. The Hammond company 
has-been located in Hammond for thirty- 
four years and voluntarily leaves Indiana to 
enter this State for the reason that business 
prospects in Chicago are deemed better. 


President Lyman Talks of Change. 

President J. P. Lyman of the Hammond 
company admitted the truth of the report 
that his company would leave the present 
location and move to the Stock-Yards. He 
said the work of building the new plant 
would begin in a few days. In speaking of 
the removal he gave the impression that the 
project had been under consideration by the 
directors for three or four years. 

After going over the subject carefully,” 
said Mr. Lyman, “ we decided that it would 
be to our advantage to make the change. 
The capacity of the new plant will be much 
greater than that of the one we will aban- 
don at Hammond. It will be 40 per cent 
greater in cattle and 300 per cent greater in 
hogs.” 
The company employs about 2,500 men in 
the entire establishment at Hammond. Of 
this number 2,200 are in the factory part and 
about 300 in the office. Mr.. Hammond 
thought that the greater part of these people 


Ten Buildings to Be Erected. 
The location of the new plant will be at 


|] Forty-fifth street and Center avenue in the 
Stock-Yards, where a tract of vacant land 


has been bought from the Union Stock- 
Yards and Transit company. It will cover 


twelve acres of ground, and will comprise 


about ten buildings. Plans for the structures 
are in the hands of architects and are near- 
ly completed, and contracts for the erection 
of the bulldings will de let within a few 
days. Like the other great packing con- 
cerns, the company will manufacture all the 
byproducts which can be made from the 
materials used. . 


History of the Company. 

The present G. H. Hammond company has 
$4,000,000 capital stock authorized and out- 
standing and $1,500,000 of bonds. The busi- 
ness of which this company Is the outgrowth 
has developed from a smal! plant established 
at Hammond in 1867 by G. H. Hammond. 
The town in large measure has grown up 
around it, although other industries have 
gone there in the meantime. 

Besides the plant at Hammond, the Ham- 
mond Packing company, another concern, but 
owned by the same people, has plants at South 
Omaha, Neb., and St. Joseph, Mo., making 
three which are operated by the same man- 
agement. It is not the intention to disturb 
these plants in any way. 

The Hammond company has undergone a 
number of changes recently. Its capital 
stock was formerly held by the G. H. Ham- 
mond company, limited, of England. A syn- 
dicate made up largely of people interested 
in the American management bought from 
the English company 73 per cent of its hold- 
ings in September of last year. Last spring 
the balance of the stock owned by the Dug- 
lish company was purchased and also the 
English selling agencies, so that the entire 
business is now owned in this country. 


Partly Destroyed by Fire. 

Part of the plant at Hammond was de- 
stroyed by fire recently. It was stated at 
the time that it would be rebuilt at once. It 
is believed that this condition had some bear- 
ing on the company’s decision to remove at 


once.

DENVER GRAND JURY TAKES — 
DISTRICT COURT TO TASK. 


Soret e Censure Passed on Conduct of 
Anderson Trial Regardng Shooting of 
Editors. 


Denver, Colo., Nov. 26.—[Special.]—Severe 
condemnation is passed upon Judge John I. 
Mullins of the District Court by the grand 
jury, which reported this evening. During 
the trial of W. W. Anderson for shooting H. 
H. Tammen and F. G. Bonfils, proprietors of 
the Denver Post, charges arose of bribery 
of several of the jurors, and this the grand 
jury has been investigating. 

The jury finds that the purpose of the Dis- 
trict Attorney, Harry A. Lindsay, and Trial 
Court Judge Mullins in forcing the trial of 
the bribery cases was to conduct an unfair 
and impartial trial, not allowing the prosecu- 
tion time to prepare its case. In their opin- 
ion, the trial of the consolidated cases was 
not had in good faith.

Balliett was indicted by the federal grand 
jury two years ago, charged with using the 
United States mails to further a scheme to 
defraud by sending out circulars advertising 
the White Swan gold mine of that place; ad- 
vertising the mine as a lucrative piece of 
property, and offering to sell stock. 

The prosecution claims the mine is worth- 
leas and that Balliett has realised a quarter 
of a million dollars by selling stock in what 
they call only a hole in the ground.

in the front building said it seemed like the 
concussion of.an immense cannon. The floors

Windows in houses for a 
block around were broken, and flying 

filled the neighboring yards. A dense cloud 
of dust arose, and as it settled and was suc- 
ceeded by denser clouds.of smoke and steam 
cries began to come from the heap of 
tangied wood, metal, and bricks. Those who 
were only partly buried frantically dug them- 
selves out and then turned to digging for 
their comrades. 


Fire Follows Explosion. 
Flames enveloped the wreck almost im- 
mediately. All the fire engines and am- 
bulances in the city were hurried to the 
scene. Neighboring houses were turned into 
hospitals, and those physicians who were in 
the vicinity eased the suffering ones as much 
as they were able. 
The first ambulances on the scene were 
totally inadequate to carry those who had 
already been extricated and express wagons 
and similar vehicles were pressed into service. 
While part of the firemen directed their 
efforts at the fire, which wes burning flerce- 
ly in the center of the wreck, the greater 
number seized axes and crowbars and began 
prying out the victims whose cries were 
audible. 
The Department of Public Works sent all 
its available men and horses to the scene. 
In a short time all the laborers who could 
work to advantage were throwing and pulling 
the débris out into Brooklyn avenue. 

Dozen Die in Trap. 

The floors and roof had fallen at an angle 
and formed a sort of huge cover, under which 
the fire burned flercely, and in this trap a 
dozen died. | 7 
Engineer Riley was among the first to be 
dug out. When the boiler let go he was 
knocked to the floor and one of the boilers 
fell in such a way as to form a shield that 
kept the falling timbers from crushing him. 


Riley's first words were: How did it

The rescuers worked their way downward 
through the pile. There were no cries or 
groans, for the flames had destroyed those 
who were not killed by the explosion.

Physicians were hastily 
summoned, and the work of relief expedited.

Stricken with Heart Disease at Noon 
in His Room While Rising—Plannaing 
to Start in Evening for Home—Mem-. 
ber of Governor's Stat and Owner of

Having Interests in Northern Mich- 
igan and Elsewhere. 


) Colonel Henry Whigham of Raton, N. M., 
a member of the staff of Governor Otero of 
New Mexico, was stricken with heart disease 
in his rooms at the Wellington Hotel yester- 
day shortly after noon, and death followed 
quickly. 

Colonel Whigham, who had been a guest of 
the hotel for three weeks, was just arising 
for the day to make arrangements to leave 
for New Mexico last night. He was partly 
dressed, when he was seized with a severe 
pain near the heart. He soon fell uncon- 
scious, and despite the efforts of House 
Physician Reise, who reached him at once, 
he died without recovering consciousness. 

He often had been a guest of the Welling- 
tonn, as a rule visiting the northern part of 
Michigan and Chicago twice a year to look 
after business interests. For the last three 
years he had been a patient of Dr. Frank 
Billings, who had treated him for heart 


Interested in Maxwell Claim. 

As early as 1872 Colonel Whigham was 
identified with many undertakings in New 
Mexico. He became interested later in the 
great mining properties of the Peter Max- 
well claim in that territory.

The request was taken under 
advisement by the commissioners, but they 
expressed themselves in favor of such in- 
quirfes not only at the Dunning institutions, 
but at the County Hospital,

It was also announced that the comple- 
tion of the asylum for the tncurable insane 
at Peoria in a few months will make room 
for several hundred Cook County insane.

Head with a Blow and Points to Cor- 
responding Four Birth Marks. 


Mrs. Josephine R. Ormsby, mother of the 
Ormsby quadruplets, has begun suit in the 
Circuit Court for a divorce from her hus- 
band, Charies T. Ormsby, whom she charges 
with extreme and repeated crueMy and in- 
toxication.

‘PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


Board of Education Committee Se De- 
cides, but It Will Net Be a Damp, 
Dark Dungeon Cell—New Institution 
Will Have Varied Religious Serv- 
fcee—Datly Program Will Keep 
Wards Busy—To Work in the Garden 
in Summer.

The Committee on Compulsory Education 
of the Board of Education has decided that 
solitary confinement will be one of the 
methods of punishment used at the new 
parental school, which will be opened on 
Jan. 1. Superintendent Sloan of the bride- 
well says he has not employed such methods 
at the John Worthy School, but at the paren- 
tal school, which ts in no sense a jail, pupils 
may be put in solitary confinement at the 
discretion of Superintendent MacQueary. 

The two other methods of prescribed pun- 
ishment are deprjvation of privileges and a 
bread and milk diet. There is a provision 
in the rules which improves the condition 
of solitary confinement over those that used 
to exist at the bridewell. The room must 
be well Nghted and ventilated. Another of 
the rules which bids fair to prove difficult 
of execution applies to religous services on 
Sunday. Pupils will be compelled to atten 
but to comply with the rule of the boar 
that no pupil shall be forced to attend re- 
gious exercises of a faith to which his 
parents may be opposed, various services 
will be held. Catholics, Protestants, Jewish, 
and no one knows how many more. 

The pupils at the parental school will not 
have many idle hours. The following will 
be the program of their daily round:

Lights out- p. m. 

From May 1 to Oct. 1 only half-day ses- 
sions of school will be held in the échool- 
room, but the pupils will be required to work 
during the remainder of the day in the gar- 
den and elsewhere under the direction of 
the teachers and officers of the school. 

The rules provide for disposition of puplis 
that prove incorrigible. The Superintendent 
must report such children to the General 


Zuperintendent of Schools, who in turn is 


to report them to the Juvenile Court. Itis 
expected then that they will be sent to a 
reformatory. 

The school buildings, located at Bowman- 
ville, are rapidly nearing completion.

OTHER CITIES INVOLVED. 


Capital Stock of Railroads Not 


to Be Asgessed, but Direct 
Levy Is Higher. 


MANY COMPLAINTS HEARD. 


Dpringueld, III., Nov. 26 
are indications in Springfield that the public 
service corporaions of Chicago will have to 
make the fight of their lives to escape pay- 
ing the big end of the State taxes. ba 
The proceedings in the Ratiroad commit- 
tee of the Board of Equalization today in- 
Gicated this much. However, it seemed 
agreed that the principle of taxing the capital 
stock of corporations, as applied to the util- 
ities companies last week, would not do for 
the railroad companies. 


At the same time the Capital Stock com- 
mittes was fighting shy of the proposition 


to tax mercantile corporations, and the talk 
of testing the law regarding manufacturing. 
and mining corporations by making an as- 
sessment against their capital stock and let- 
ting them beat it in the courte if they can 
was heard no more. 
Other Cities to Be Included. 


It is becoming plain that the Thanksgiving 
of the public utilities corporations will be a 
cheerless one, and that they are Hkely to 
have little company. About their only com- 
panions will be some of the country tele- 
phone and street car lines and electric light 
plants. Buch cities as Quincy, Peoria, and 
Bloomington will soon come into action. 

The State board held only a perfunctory 
session this morning. A number of railway 
attorneys appeared before the Rallway com- 
mittee and entered protest against any in- 
crease in assessment. The question of the 
assessment of the capital stock of the com- 
panies was raised. 


Explains Railroad Assessment. 

Chairman Works gave an explanation of 
the manner of assessing railroads, as fol- 
lowed by his committee. He said the com- 
mittee figured that an assessment against 
capital stock would have no effect on the 
corporations organized outside the State, be- 
cause such an assessment could not be col- 
lected. Go, in order to put the outside cor- 
porations on the same footing with Illinois 
raltroad companies. the plan of making a 
heavy assessment against the tangible prop- 
erty of all companies and allowing the cap- 
ital] stock to escape had come into use. It 
had now been the custom for thirty years. 
Mr. Works said, and he intimated that he 
considered it the fairest plan that had been 
devised for asséssing the railroads. 

Frank J. Loesch, representing the Penn- 
syivania system, said his company wanted 
an assessment that would separate the capi- 
tal stock from the tangible property. He 
declared that the tangible property assess- 
ment was altogether out of reason when com- 
pared with assessments made against other 
classes of property. and he spoke with bit- 
terness of the manner in which his company 
had been treated in Chicago by the Board of 
Review. 


Board of Review Denounced.

“It gave our 
balancés und wae sworn to. The board did 
not think it was enough, and it arbitrarily

“The trouble with us is that we are a

The Ch Coun committee, through’ 
L. E. McGann, asked leave to appear before 
the committee. and Chairman Works ap- 
pointed tomorrow for their hearing. 

W. H. Lyford. répresenting the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois road, said he had an 
argument to make regarding the assessment 
against second main and side tracks, but he 
would not make it until he had heard from 

Chicago Councilmen. 

Mr. Lyford said that in his opinion the sec- 

ond main line, side tracks, etc., should be 

, not in the counties in which they 
were located, but that they should be spread 
over the entire mileage. 

Chicago May Get No Benefit. 

Mr. Lyford’s declaration caused a mild 
sensation, One of the strongest of the con- 
tentions made by the people who have been 
insisting on an increase of the railroad as- 
sesements has been that the Chicago prop- 
erty of the roads should be valued higher. 
and tt has been pointed out that such in- 
creased valuation would be of benefit to the 
city. If. however, the railroads insist in 
having this valuation spread out over the 
other territory ‘through which they operate, 
as indicated by Lyford’s remarks. the benefit 
to Chicago will be inconsequential. 

The principal argument before the Ratl- 
road committee today was that of M. C. 
Woodruff, in the interest of the Chicago 
Great Western road. He said: 

“No rule for measuring corporate values 
ever yet devised by man is so untrustworthy 
and unfit for a taxing basis as ie that of the 
stock market. It ie a whirlwind and whirl- 
pool of unsafety. The Legislature no doubt 
had this truth in mind when it provided that 
‘the capital stock . . . hell be so valued 
by the board .. as to ascertain and de- 
termine the fair cash value Sf such capital 
stock. Including the franchise. etc.’ 

„Having at hand other standards. mainly 
in tangible and therefore reliable forms, and 
partly by that just standard which we apply 
to anything else in the whole realm of prop- 
erty. that of gross earnings or income, fs it 
fair to hold that prices arbitrarily contrived 
in the gamblers’ market can be ‘ equitable 
and just?“ 


Present System Is Held Fair. 

F. D. Crandon had a little to say regarding 
the manner in which the board had hereto- 
fore assessed railroads. He contended that 
it was moré nearly fair than any other 
scheme for taxing property in Illinois. The 
best evidence of this was the fact that rall- 
road property had increased in tax producing 
value every year. 

Chairman Barnes of the Capital Stock com- 
mittee received a protest from Armour & 
Oo., calling attention to the fact that in 
March last the company had #0 amended its 
charter that it was now organized as a pure- 
iy manufacturing corporation. Chairman 
Barnes said the committee would be gov- 
erned by the facts in fie case, regardless 
of the amendment. 


One Railway Fears Receiver. 


President Cameron of the South Chicago 
City railway entered 4 protest against an- 
other such assessment as his company was 
given last week for the year 1900. Mr. Cam- 
eron sald his company had not been making 
operating expenses—in fact, its annual deficit 
amounted to $17,000, and if it was dealt an- 
other blow like the one delivered last week 
it would have to go into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. The assessment made against this 
road was $433,886 in excess of the tangible 
property assessment. Mr. Cameron’s con- 
tention was that the stock, having falled to 
pay dividends, should not be

Roosevelt to Have a Family Dinner on 


Thanksgiving Day and Will At- 
tend Church Service. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 26.—[Special. 1 
President Roosevelt's first gift turkey fo 
Thanksgiving day arrived at the White 
House today. and, contrary to the old cus- 
tom of sending the bird with feathers on. it 
came ready for the baking pan. This will 
be followed by about six or seven other tur- 
keys and a large amount of wild game. 

The President is not a believer in large 
dinner parties upon Thanksgiving day and 
will dine with his famil¥, save for some 
chance guest or intimate friend. At this 
dinner will be two merry little faces that 
are absent except on occasions of this sort. 
These are the two youngest children of Pres- 
ident and Mrs. Roosevelt, Archibald and the 
baby.

INSURANCE MEN SOUND A CHRIST- 
MAS WABNING.

Call Attention toe a Clause in the Poli- 
cies Which Could Be Interpreted as 
a Prohibition of Cotton Whiskers 
for Santa Claus and Candle-Lighted 
Trees for the Children—Brilliant but 
Fragile Store Window Displays Also 

a Menace—Caution Is Advised. 


* As the holidays draw near and fires that 
start in Santa Claus“ whiskers again become 
a menace, the insurance men are sounding a 
nate ot warning. Said one ot them yesterday: 

Merchants who fill their show windows 
with holiday displays in which snow is rep- 
resented by cotton batting, with electric 


lights scattered about wherever they will | 
look well, and fond parents who erect tower- 


ing Christmas trees and light them with 
candies should know that they may void their 
fire insurance by doing so without a permit.“ 
The policies in the fine print, which is sel- 
read but which proves so important 
when there Is a loss, provides that unless 
otherwise provided by agreement indorsed 


be increased by any means within the knowil- 
edge and control of the insured. 


Lessons in Other Seasons. 
The 


insurance companies, taught by hea 
losses of many holiday seasons, are sure thee 


increase the hazard, and if they were — 
posed to be technical could 8 pay — 
losses arising therefrom. They have not in- 
sisted upon the point heretofore, but losses 
have been unusually severe this year, scores 
of companies have had to retire, and a few 

Christmas tree fires” might be the last 
straw for the insurance com panies. 

There are indications already that the com- 
panies are disposed to be unusually strict 
this year. The National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters has issued a circular calling at- 
tention to the special hazards attendant upon 
holiday and other decorative displays, and 
to the fact that many or these Gisplays in 
the past have been of a nature that would, 
under a strict interpretation of the condi- 
tions, vitiate the contract. 

Acting upon this, the Philadelphia board 
has issued a formal warning against all spe- 
clally hazardous displays, urging the pro- 
moters of even the smallest Christmas trees 
to be unusually careful. 


Where the Risks Rest. 


Concerning the situation in Chicago, Man- 
ager Glidden of the Underwriters’ associa- 
tion said yesterday: 

“We do not intend to send out any such 
warning as that issued by the Philadelphia 
board, but wish to remind the public of the 
dangers it runs from fires during the holiday 
season. We will, as usual, send our inspec- 
tors along State street to see whether there 
are any specially dangerous hazards in any 
of the stores or windows, and would suggest 
that merchants elsewhere who contempigte 
displays which involve any element of danger 
from fire should ask for an inspection. 

“The State street merchants do not give 
us as much concern as those in the outlying 
districts, for they have expert electricians, 
are unusually careful because just now they 
cannot get near as much insurance as they 
need, and most of their stores are equipped 
with automatic sprinklers. In the outlying 
stores, where the decorating and electric wir- 
ing is frequently done by inexperienced help, 
the danger is greater. 

“ Technically speaking, a Christmas tree 
uhduly increases the hazard in a dwelling, 
but I do not think that any company would 
dispute a claim on that account unless there 
was evidence of gross carelessness.”

First-class, or letter postage (two cents an ounce 
in the domestic mails) under the regulations is col- 
lected on printed matter (third-class, one cent each 
two ounces) when such matter, in addition to the 
address and return bears written indorse- 
ments indicating the character of the contents, such 
as Photo, Photo only, Printed matter, 
Calendar,“ etc. 

A great many people are under the impression 
that they are helping the postoffice by writing such 
indorsements on packages containing third-class 
matter, but they are in error in 80 thinking, as the 
addition of such indorsements Is illegal, and sub- 
jects either the sender or addressee to the trouble 
and annoyance involved in the payment of addi-

4 
visions under a system of complete reor- 
ganization. 

The announcement today that $20,000,000 
additional common stock will be issued is 
part of the plan. The funds will be used to 
finanee the amalgamation of certain lines. 
In addition there will be issued an amount of 
collateral trust bonds for the same purpose. 

Most of the new stock and new bonds will 
go into the treasury of the Baltimore and 
Ohio, as they will be exchanged for the bonds 
and stocks of these lines now held by the 
company. 

The new Baltimore and Ohio system will 
be known as the Baltimore and Ohio, Pitts- 
burg, Lake Erie and West Virginia system. 
It will, as indicated by its title, be made up 
of the lines of the Baltimore and Ohio, ex- 
tending from the great lakes to the coal 
fields of Pennsyivania and West Virginia. 

On the lakes there are three ports reached 
by the new system, and at each place t 
are modern facilities for handling coal:

the postal revenues has resulted in the free 
delivery service becoming self-sustaining. 
Of the gross postal revenues of the United 
States for the last fiscal year $74,206,304 
came from 866 free delivery cities. The re- 
maining 3,600 Presidential postoffices yielded 
$16,063,252, while the 72,479 . fourth-class 
peostoffices produced $18,913,519.

ospital Corps, 172 volunteer surgeons in 
the Philippines, appointed under section 18 
of the act of Feb. 2, 1001; 4.978 native scouts 
under the command of 98 officers in the Phil- 
ippines, and 28 officers and 815 men of the 
Porto Rico Provisional Regiment. 

“ The reorganization required the selection 
and appointment of 298 officers of staf, corps 
and departments, and of 837 First and Sec- 
ond Lieutenants of the line. The staff posi- 
tions have been filled, in most cases by the 
appointment of deserving officers who had 
held staff positions in the volunteer force.“

Secretary says: 

Following the plan of training the people 
in performing tne duties of government, the 
organization of the rural guard has’ been 
pertected, and that body has been placed 
under one head, and now includes a total of 
1,800 men and officers. armed with modern 
carbines and well mounted. The municipal 
police have been placed upon the proper and 
intended footing of support by the munici- 
palities themselves.” 

Relations between the Roman Catholic 
Church and the island government are ex- 
plained, and it is stated that property which 
had been held in trust for the church by 
Spain has deen decided legally that of the 
church, and all now used by the government 
is paying rent to the secular authorities.
